For the first time since the 
Napoleonic er^ Russian troops would pr ra/" ! e through the streets of Berlin 

The reason for this sue fen statement came as he showed us a copy 
of p two-day old BftEMEUER BEOB.f CHTER, arrived here rt Forst thct morning 

In it the headlines end an editorial screamed cbout the perfidious 
Russian bandits r>ho had burned the helpless to r7 .n of Seeh^usen. 

The newspaper vent on in lurid detail, describing the pillage, 
v*snton arson, rapes, murders, etc,, vhich the Russian "bandits, desert- 
ers end Asiatic filth" had poured upon the innocent herds of peaceful 
citizenry in a quiet country totm. 

/fter nearly a year of repeated reports of a simile r nature in 
every German newspaper, I ! m afraid all tended to ya^n t- bit, P.s tovr* 
after tov.n fell to the ill-named Russian "steamroller", the German press 
cried "Foul!" and the Russian staff di smelly sent us out to mother 
newly bettered and mauled torn to viea for ourselves the scene, Invar- 
iably the accounts r;; ere over- exaggerated or invented, though the Russian 
troops did h-ve r tendency to acouire everything thrt irrsnH nailed 
dom first. 

Then General Linevich, speaking excellent French, pointed, out that 
Ceehausen is on the other side of the Ulbe River. The aestern side, 
raid not 50 mil s from Hem burg. 

Vlthout answering out questions, General Linevich explained th t 
over the prst year the Russian A rmy had carried every point in its prth 
by a rather* costly combination of night "ttacks and the bayonet. In 
this v/ay the line of Russian advance on a map had seemed like the move- 
ment of a sea to the west. In the process the German /may hod been 
very severely mauled, its reserves end first-line troops disappearing 
into the "meatgrinder" von Bartne had mentioned once. Its massed - rt— 
illery and superb organisation and communications proved inadecuate a-~ 
gainst a force able and vailing to keep up a continuous offensive at all 
pnints in the line. 

The "meatgrinder" has worked both v;ays, but the results can be 
seen to the west of Forst.

The 11th ^as still in the line, a 
mile to the north of Luckenwalde, the to m rhere the 11th had rescued 
the many pri sorners after its lightning march from Meissen* 

Dessau is still heavily shelled but vj^s still considered safe. 
But the real reason for this conference T " r as to reveal to the now 
startled aorld uhat had occurred at G&rtz March 30th, 

At 2:00 in the morning specially prepared combat units, vlth 
specific obstacles in mind, had erected a sudden hole in the German 
lines in the direction of Prenzlau. These units rent foriaard in a No 
Ret rest frame of mind and achieved a completely unexpected total hole 
in the lines within tm hours. Then, under a. terrifij barrage against 
the Germans, Brusilov* s long missing 8th Army moved into the hole* 
broke the German flunks, taking no prisomers, and enacted the next 
stage in this drama. 

Each division in Brusilov 1 s A rmy had sufficient rations for three 
days and ammunition rnd supplies for eighteen* They each then heve 
gone forward, to cross the Elbe and meet up vlth the southern Group 
well to the v;est of Berlin. 

They had no re- r, they were to disregard their flank, -nd they 
rere to leave the land utterly cevestfted behind them, v.hile living 
off the land, themselves. 

Behind them, behind these sturdy Russians, came ruzsky ! s Ukranian 
2nd /rmy. respite desperate efforts by the German General Staff, the 
hole remains unplugged. Ruzsky has stated that von Moehne's Corps can 
be now considered to be non~ex± stent, toe that Neu-fterlit z has fallen 
to a counter-attack, Straslund is under siege from Irnc- end sea md the 
garrison at Stettin is ready to surrender. 

But contact had been lo c t vlth the smftly moving divisions nd 
that newspaper r " a s the first proof that they had crossed the Elbe in 
force. In addition the Bernberg group have ft a ted. a lessening of 
pressure despite the obvious dangers of their continued advances.

Therefore the units are still reasonably intact, ana are " ell an their 
way to achieving their objectives.

Leading the dissident radical wing of the Mensheviks, Feldst ein, or 
Tolstoy r ~s he prefers to be kno-n, called for a reversal to the recent 
tenancy of tighter police -nd military control of the people, the 
economy, the ~oress and the rae:ns of political meetings* 

The Bolsheviks, in their home territory of Moscow, rallied a crowd 
of thousands both outside the Kremlin and outside the Central Police 
Metropolitan Headquarters, The galleries • ere crowded, with red flag 
saving throngs as Tolstoy spoke for a record four and a half hours. 
By a slim majority the vote of censure was passed and promptly passed 
to the High House for approval and passage to the Tsar. 

To add to the troubles of Sergius, Minister of Agriculture Ermolov 
was closfetec with Sergius for hours, ao^arently in an attempt to make 
him voluntarily resign and quiet the disturbances. 

Minister of the Interior Prince Syyatopolk-Mirsky has threatened to 
countermand Sergius 1 s orders * nd arrest him if another pogrom Is 
attempted in Moscow or anyplace eL se or another newspaper vrs "myster- 
iously" bombed out. General Fock, the hero of Luckenw c lde, stated that 
he would have wished to line up the rioters of the April ?0th Krystal 
Night against a. wall and !l solve the rioting problem permanently". 

It is expected that very shortly Count '.Itte mil also speak for the 
Tsar and declare his intentions to suo ort the freedom of the press, the 
snactity of J-ovdsh syn^ogrtas and the right of the Trade Unions to meet*
